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Second Front Says Prof. Cross 


. NEW BEDFORD, Mass., June 8.—A second 
front on the continent of Europe was advo- 
cated here recently by Prof. Samuel H. Cross 
of Harvard, authority on Slavonic affairs, in 
an address at a dinner meeting in the New 
Bedford Hotel, sponsored by the Harvard Club 
of New Bedford. Present were members of 
Rotary, Kiwanis, Lions and Luncheon Clubs. 
In his address, Prof. Cross declared in part: 
“The future of the United States, of Europe 
and of all mankind depends on the success 
with which we can push this thing through to 
a conclusion. It is vital that Germany should 
never be allowed to get to the Caucasus, 
which would give her the oil and the lubri- 
cants she so badly needs to continue this war. 
If we permit Germany to get these supplies 
it may prolong this war for years. So I say 
e must hold up the hands of Russia in the 
> fight she is making. 

Waoe had much better be doing all we can 
to make it possible to open a second front in 
Europe, which, with Russia keeping a large 
German army engaged, may bring about the 
Collapse of Hitler earlier than we think. Once 
Hitler is defeated Japan will be taken care 
of without so much trouble. 

_ “Russia has inflicted on Germany greater 
losses than Germany suffered in the first 
World War. Germany already has admitted 
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the loss of more than 2,000,000 men in Russia. 
It is due to Russia that England has been able 
to carry out these recent great raids over Ger- 
many, for Germany hasn't the air power to 
spare from the Russian front to meet these 
raids. 

“Let us dismiss our suspicions about Russia 
for the present in view of what Russia has 
done and is continuing to do. This war was 
the last thing Russia wanted. Russia had 
carried through great plans for building up 
the agricultural and industrial resources of the 
country. ... 

During the four years that I visited Russia, 
first in 1930 and for the last time in 1937, I 
saw remarkable changes and during those 
early years great progress had been made in 
raising the standard of living. But it was 
clear to Russia, after Italy's assault on Abys- 
sinia and when both Italy and Germany. par- 
ticipated in the Spanish Civil War, that these 
two countries were not to be content with these 
successes. Russia recognized this danger bet- 
ter even than did the United States, Great 
Britain or France. 

“When I last visited Russia in 1937 I saw 
the.change from a peace-time economy to an 
economy preparing for war. Production for 
war had been accelerated. In the Fall of 1938 
Russia consulted with both Great Britain and 
France and she was rebuffed by them.”

Wars on American Interests 


Every Man, Woman and Child in 
Sevastopol Takes Part in Battle 


(By Wireless to Inter-Continent News) 


MOSCOW, June 8—The entire 
population of Sevastopol is battling 
against the Nazi forces which have 
been trying to crash through that 
important naval base for many 
months. - 

New, with a new enemy drive un- 
derway, Soviet troops, airmen and 
sailors are battling Nazi planes out 
of the sky, and on land inflicting a 
deadly toll. 


Last November and December, the 


enemy drove to take Sevastopol, 


raining air blows upon the city from 
land and sea. They were smashed 
back and the Red Army is deter- 
mined to smash them back again in 
the new cnslaught. 

At the outset of the new drive, 
the Germans used single bombers 
but nothing came of it, for Soviet 
AA gunners compelled the enemy 
pilots to fly at a very high altitude 
frequently causing them to drop 
their bombs into the sea. Soviet 
fighters engaged the German 
planes at the approaches to Sevas- 
tepol and in sonie five days, the 
enemy lost over 20 aircraft. The 
Germans then decided to resort to 
mass raids, but Sevastopol AA gun- 
ners continued to disperse the 
enemy planes at distant approaches 
to the city. Those planes which 
succeeded in breaking through to 
some city district are compelled to 
fly at a high altitude and drop 
their bombs at random. 

The population is fighting with 
supreme self-sacrifice to eliminate 
the consequences of the bombings. 

Hundreds of women, men, old 
men and youngsters assist the fire 
fighters and the ARP in protecting 
their homes. The bombing has 
caused no damage to either mili- 
tary or other important objectives. 
The city’s watermains, power sta- 


tions and communication services 
are undamaged. But the Luft- 
waffe forces paid dearly for these 
attempts. 

The first three days of June, 21 
enemy aricraft were brought down 
over the city in air battles. Five 
planes were brought down by So- 
viet AA gunners. Moreover, the 
Soviet pilots also raided a German 
airdrome and burned 11 planes. 


Soviet infantry too take a toll of 
German planes. The riflemen and 
machinegunner of Unit N brought 
down an enemy plane. Thus, in 
all, the Germans lost 38 planes in 
three days. 

Soviet attack planes repeatedly 
intercept enemy motorized columns 
enroute to Sevastopol. The pilots 
of one air unit scattered and de- 
Stroyed 125 lorries with infantry 
and supplies, 50 carts, 30 horses, 
two cannon, over 100 soldiers. 

Fierce air battles have been in 
progress of late at the other ex- 
tremity of the vast front in the So- 
viet Arctic. A group of fascist 
planes recently trying to reach an 
important objective were attacked 
by Soviet pilots. Four Soviet air- 
men scattered ten enemy fighters 
destroying one of them. A short 
time after the same four planes 
brought down an enemy bomber 
One more German bomber was sent 
crashing to the ground as a new 
group of Soviet planes rose into the 
air. Single fascist planes that 
broke through to an objective be- 
gan to drop bombs on dwellings but 
instead hit vacant lots and rocks. 
Three of eight bombers’ were 
brought down by Soviet AA gun- 
ners. 


In addition, enemy bases were 
also attacked. In spite of the un- 
favorable weather the Soviet plancs 
raided enemy airdromes destroying 


43 and damaging 17 to 20 German 
planes. 

Izvestia, Soviet government news- 
paper, meanwhile commenting on 
the unfolding Summer battles along 
the front, points out that air ac- 
tivity is increasing on all sectors. 

Air battles, Izvestia says, with 
ever greater numbers of planes, are 
growing, as compared with air com- 
bat in the past. 

Testifying to the increased air 
war, the government paper says 
that during the week of May 24 to 
30, the enemy lost 432 planes, either 
brought down by Soviet pilots, 
destroyed by AA fire or burned and 
destroyed upon the ground. 

The figures, Izvestia says, attest 
to the growing might of the Red 
Army air forces. 


New heroes are emerging from 
the battle of the clouds, the news- 
paper revealed. One of these filers, 
Alexei Khlobstov has become a na- 
tional hero. In a recent air battle 
he rammed two German planes. In 
one of the latest battles, Khlobystov 
was twice wounded. The enemy 
succeeded in damaging the motor 
of his plane. 

“It is impossible to reach my 
own airdrome in a damaged plane,” 
was the thought which like light- 
ning flashed through Khlobystov's 
mind. 


At top speed Khlobystov rammed 
the enemy plane. The Messerschmitt 
109 was smashed to pieces. Khlo- 
bystov's plane too was also wrecked. 
But once again the Soviet pilot 
triumphed in the combat with death 
and safely baled out with his para- 
chute. Seventeen Red air force 
commanders, including Khlobystov, 
were honored with the title Hero 
of the Soviet Union, and a large 
group of pilots was awarded Gov- 
ernment orders and medals.

Pedro the Cruel 
In Spain there lived in the days 


of Pedro, the Cruel, a Jew by the | 
name of Rebi Santos. He wrote 


verses. Pedro once complained to 
him of insomnia and bade him 
compose verses that would soothe 
his troubled mind. Rebi Santos 
thereupon produced his book of 
verse, “Counsel.” It began with 
the words, “Nothing in this world 
grows forever. When the moon is 
full it begins to wane.” The King 
was in @fury. The poet explained: 
“But is the greatest consola- 
tion for beggars and kings.” 

Pedro ordered his poet laureate 
the Marquis de Santillana to 
draw up a worthy rebuff to the 
ignorant Jew. Santillana replied 
with a poem beginning, “Just as 
good wine will be found in a bad 
barrel, so is truth sometimes utter- 
ed by Jewish lips.” At this point 
Rebi Santos retaliated with his 
famous lines: “When this world 
was created, some got wine. others 
the thirst. Even the best wine 
tires, but parched lips remain 
forever.” With these words he 
defined the role of the Jewish in- 
tellectuals—parched lips and eter- 
nal thirst. 


Champions of 
Human Reason 


The fascists hate the Jews for 
in them they see the champions 
of new and ardent devotees of 
human reason. Fascism thrives in 
the twilight of history. The Jews 
love light. They emerged from 
medieval ghettoes to enter seats 
of learning where they were im- 
meciately branded as disrespect- 
ful and passionate heretics. Fas- 
cism clings to a hierarchy in 
which the Prussian burgher -is 
ranked above Einstein and Berg- 
son. The Jews were forcibly kept 
in their synagogues just as they 
were kept in the ghetto, yet they 
invariably refuted this cult of the 
hierarchy. Even in their religion, 
Chasidism represents a revolt of 
the righteous multitude, the as- 
sertion of love and justice which 
defied the letter of the law and 
stood for the wisdom of nature. 
It was a movement championed 
by prisoners languishing in inde- 
scribable poverty. Jewry gave 
mankind not oly. the Old Testa- 
ment, but together with other 
peoples fostered the quest for 
knowledge. th eurge for critical 
thought an dth longing social 
justice. 


Goebbels Burns

When Goebbels burns the works 
of Heine, it is not merely absurd, 
it is terrible. It is the revolt of a 
Irene machine against reason, 
the automaton posing as creator.
